Largest Floating Dock. 

The largest floating dock In tas 
world is at Hamburg. Dock V., as it 

, called, has a bearing capacity ex- 
ceeding 385.000 tons, nearly twice as 
great as the American dock Dewey. 
hitherto the most capactous of its kind 
in the world. This is the fifth floating 
dock built by the Hamburg yard, the 
present giant’s immediate successor 
carrying but half the above mentioned 
tonnage. The dock consists of sepa- 
rate pontoons combined by the lateral 
cases to a solid unit. These several 
pontoons can also be docked in the 
dock. At each of the side cases the 
dock possesses complete steam engine 
and boiler plant, with dynamos and 
aif compressors, so that it is wholly 
independetit from the land and can be 
anchored anywhere. “Electric cranes, 
with their arms reaching to the middie 


-of the dock, run from end to end of 


the two Iateral cases. Its keel and 
fundamental arrangements are such as 
to accommodate the greatest mer- 
chantmen or heaviest warship afioat.— 
Exchange.

(1st) Where agriculture is of 
sufficient importance in a state to 


warrant the establishment of a 


strong experiment station and 


agrioultural school, the cause is of 
sufficient size to engage the atten- 
tion of an entire faculty of special- 
ists, not only in the cultural stud- 
ies, such as English and Mathe- 
matics, which must necessarily 
enter into a system of education of 
whatever kind, but also in the 
specific lines of agricultural work 
in which it purports to train its 
students. This work necessarily 
touches the farmer first hand. It 
is vital to his daily occupation and 
hence any help that may be given 
from instruetional work, whether 
through the teachings in its college 
halls or from organized short cour- 
ses under its ditection throughout 
the state, is immediately talked of 
and advertised. Under the shadow 
of a great university, work of this 
nature, instead of being advertised 
as it merits, is usually obscured to 
some extent by the prominence to 
which industrial arts and cultural 
studies are emphasized. 

(2nd) Naturally the inadvertent 
advertisement of part of the faculty 
and the seeming lack of advertise- 
ment of the remainder, frequently 
causes jealousy and not infrequent- 
ly constant friction in the staff, 
and not only hinders the actual 
work itself, but is very detrimental 
to the cause for which the agricul- 
tural institution was established. 

(8rd) Students attending an 
agricultural college usually come 
direct from the farm. Frequently 
their preparatory education has 
been very much neglected and they 
start out on a course with enthusi- 
asm and intense purpose, but with 
the great handicap of an ill-pre- 
pared foundation.

Synopsis of Canadian North-West. 
HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS 


ANY even numbered section of Dominion 
Lands in Manitoba, Saskatchewap and 
Alberta, excepting 8 and 26, not reserved, 
may be homesteaded by any person who is 
the sole head of a family, or any male over 
18 years of age, to the extent of one-quarter 
section of 160 acres, more or less. 
Application for entry must be made in 
person by the applicant at a Dominion Land 
cy or Bub-agency for the district in 
wi the land is situate. Entry by proxy 
may, however, be made at an Agency on 
certain conditions by the father, mother, son, 
daughter, brotber or sister of an intending 
homesteader 


The homesteader is required to perform 
the homestead duties under one of the 
following plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence upon 
and cultivaton of the land in each year for 
three years. 

(2) A homesteader may, if he so desires, 
perform the required residence duties by liv- 
ing on farming land owned solely by him, 
not less than ty (80) acres in extent, in 
the vicinity of his homestead. Jvint owner- 
a in land will not meet the requirement. 

(3) Lf the father (or mother, if the father 
is deceased) of a homesteader has permanent 
residence on f: ing land owned solely by 
him, not less than ati (80) acres in extent‘ 
in the vicinity of the homestead, or upou a 
homestead entered for by him in the vicinity, 
such homesteader may perform his own res- 
dence duties by living with the father (or 
mother 


(4) The term ‘‘vicinity” in the two proved 
eng paragraphs is defined as moaning not 
more than nine miles in a direct line, exclu- 
sive of the width of road allowances crossed 
in the measurement.

What an illuminating  thing.« 
When one of Britain’s 
colonials looks at a map of the 
world with our possessions colored 
red, he is giad that. manifest dee- 
tiny has broken up this “Greater 
Empire than Has Been” and dia- 
tributed its parts around the 
shores of the Seven Seas. As a 
natign we are broader-minded, 
less insular, and more pragressive 
and acceptive than if all our 
acres had been crowded into one 
continent. As it is, Britons the 
world over, like children who play 
Tom Tiddler’s Ground; can. step 
from one little patch of red to an- 
other with facility and air of as- 
suredness, for is not all ours? 
The British Empire as a whole is 
a house, our maternal mansion; 
the corner of it in which we were 
born is our particular nursery, but 
every room of that house is equal- 
ly ours to enter and occupy; and 
when we travel across seas to a 
new apartment of the mother 
lodge, it is to find there the Old 
Flag, the “tongue that Shakes- 
peare spoke,” and a brother’s wel- 
come. Is not the British empiré 
merely an aggregation of Old 
Boys’ associations from Vagabon- 
dia? If we find the room of the 
Old House that we were born in a 
bit narrow, if the brothers and 
sisters crowd us too closely, if, 
perchance, the Mother-Hubbard 
cupboard of that particular room 
be bare, we naturally look sround 
for another corner of the Old 
House with a full pantry. 

A particularly plummy British 
empire pantry just now is Wes- 
tern Canada, and for the purposes 
of this short article we will include 
in that term just the three prairie 
provinces, Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta, a great bread 
yielding plain lying between the 
Great Lakes and the Rockies, and 
extending from the United States 
to the parallel of 60 degrees north. 
Last year Canada sent over half a 
million dollars’ worth of grain to 
Belgium; she sent British Africa 
25,720 pounds’ worth. The five 
and a half million acres cultivated 
last year in Western Canada pro- 
duced 100,000,000 of wheat, worth 
nearly 16,460,905 pounds. If Ca- 
nada’s wheat crop of 1908 had 
been shipped in cars, each holding 
fifteen tons, the cars would make 
up a continuous train 1,365 miles 
long. But the rich things of this 
Last West are just beginning to 
be nibbled at. Western Canada 
has over 150,000,000 fecund acres 
capable of growing wheat, and less 
than one acre out of every twenty 
of this is under crop. Canada 
ranked first in wheat displays at 
the St. Louis fair in 1904. One 
hundred fifty varieties of 
wheat and other grains were there 
shown from Canada, and we bear 
in mind that “Canadian No. 1 
hard” is the sterling mark for 
wheat, the highest valued yrain in 
the world.

common stock. The C. P. R. is 
the great transcontinental steel 
spine of Canada, extending from 
ocean to ocean, and has projected 
for 1909 in the west alone about 


500 miles of new branch lines. 


The railway interests of Canada 
are indeed in good keeping. It 
is the men of the railways who 
have been the Dominion’s truest 
pioneers, for, in working for their 
several companies and adventur- 
ing into new territories, they have 
been the means of discovering 
and developing  opportunjties 
which would otherwise have lain 
dormant for years to come. 

Whether the prompting motive 
has been the benefitting of their 
shareholders or not, it has been 
with an eye to future rather than 
to present profit that they have 
planned and thought and. toiled, 
and the whole problem has been 
bound up in the one hope—that 
of bringing the right sort of peo- 
ple to cultivate the land. And 
the stream has already begun to 
flow in goodly force; it is gather- 
ing volume all the time, and pro- 
mises to spread the gladness of 
prosperity throughout the whole 
of the western country. One day 
monuments will erected to 
these railway pioneers; and others

will arise to lay down new tracks 
in lands that are now waste, and 
“the course of empire” will “west- 
ward run” for ages yet.

A deal has just been completed 
whéteby the Indians on the Hob- 
bema reservation, a few miles 
north of Ponoka, have surrendered 
another 10,000 acres of land to the 
government. Dr. MoDougall, who 
was acting for the Indian Depart- 
ment in the transaction, returned 
to the city yesterday, and in an 
interview stated that government 
surveyors were now on the ground 
surveying the seventeen sections 
which had been surrendered, and 
that as soon as the land was sur- 
veyed it would be sold by auction, 
one quarter section at a time.

The Lethbridge Herald, ably 
edited by W. A. Buchanan, M.P.P,, 
takes a very decided stand against 
the proposal of the university to 
control the agrioultural college. 


The Herald concludes a very sen- 
sible article in the following way: 

“With The id it is not o 
question of antagonism to the 
north in our expression of opposi- 
tion to Strathoona. On prinsiple 
principle we are opposed to the 
agricultural training being asso- 
ciated directly with the university. 
We do not believe it is in the in- 
terest of the student of agrioul- 
tare; rather we oonsider it is a 
factor in weakening the interest 
in agrioultural education. Sena- 
tor Talbot quotes enough instan- 
ces to establish that conclusion. 
Whether Strathoona was the uni- 
versity city or not, it is not an 
ideal location for an agricultural 
college, especially in this province, 
where agricultural conditions are 
so diversified. For instance, a 
man from Southern Alberta 
taking up an agrioultural course, 
might seek practical knowledye of 
irrigated farming. Where could 
an agrioultural oollege at Strath 
cona assist him?’ A student from 
Medicine Hat would seek a prac- 
tical knowledge of dry farming:

Good Roads. 


There is no problem before the 
people today of greater importance 
than’the building of good ‘roads. 
Thanks to the progressive railway 
policy of the Rutherford Govern- 
ment, we ate rapidly - securing 
branch lines of raitage whioh will 


| spread out within a féw years over 


the whole province. “Buf. this on- 
ly increases the - need- of 
wagon roads over which the in- 
creased grain crops must be haul- 
ed. 

Road work is now being done 
throughout the province, and it 
might not be out of place to draw 
‘attention to a few phases of this 
important matter. In thirty years 
of road-making in the West the 
Government officials of both Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta--bave tes- 
ted every method and observed 
every result. Their experience 
should have taught them some- 
thing, and that experience should 
be of value to local improvement 
councillors and road overseers. 

One conclision the Government 
has reached is that the middle of 
the road should never be plowed 
up, and, in fact, they go so far as 
to refuse any grant to a district 
where the plowing of the road is 
permitted. The sod is the natural 
foundation upon which the road 
should be built. The prairie 
trail is the best road we have. 

Liberal use should be made of 
brush as a foundation in all sloughs 
and mud holes. Thesd” are not 
improved by piling mud into mud 
to make more mud. The founda- 
tion is the first consideration, and 
nature, in this distriet, supplies 
the best possible foundation by 
every slough in the form of brush. 
The ditches should be kept as far 
apart as read allowance will per- 
mit, s0 the grade will not be kept 
soaked. Wherever water stands 
culverts should be putin. 1a sel- 
ving the problem of every slough 
the question of drainage should be 
the first one considered.

Generel Manager of Western 
Lines Considers That They 
Are Excellent, 


Calgary, June 26.—Mr, G. v. 
Bury, gerieral manager of the 
western lines of the ©. P. R.; Mr. 
Grant Hall, superintendent of 
motive power; A. Hatton, ingpec- 
tor of trausportation, and Mr. 
Bury’s secretary, Mr. E. J. Stone, 
arrived at Oalgary from the south 
this morning, accompanied by 
General Superintendent Price and 
the other divisioral officers. 

On being questioned by a re- 
portar, he stated that he was on a 
tour of inspection, extending over 
all of the company's western lines, 
and had just completed a trip over 
tbe lines in British Columbia, an 
was going north this evening. 

He said the people of Vanoonvre 
were taking a keen interest in the 
shipment of wheat from Alberta, 
and were looking forward to a por- 
tion of it moving ,through their 
port.
